MAY PROSECUTE THE DEPART 
MENT STORES SOON. : 


Will Contest Their Right to Pay the 
License Fee in Advance of the 
New Department Store 
Law. 


It’s a cold day when Hugh J. Brady gets 
left. When he was appointed commissioner 
to collect licences from department stores 
some people were inclined to laugh. They 
could not see where Hugh was going to 
get his customary recompense. They will 
see presently. 

The prospect now is that. he will have 
plenty df immediate funds to carry on his 
new office, and by reason of the loosely- 
werded provisions of the new law he may 
not only retain the 10 per cent expressly al- 
lowed, but may, if he likes, retain perhaps 
all he is able to collect. 

Brady has begun the work of putting the 
law into effect, indicating that he is de- 
termined to make some sort of an effort to 
carry out its provisions. 

The law provides that he shall pay all the 
expense of its enforcement, and no pro- 
vision was made to idemnify.him in case 
his efforts should prove vain. 

It now develops that Brady has not as- 
sumed the burden of the expense.\ The law 


jured by the big department stores. T 
small dealers formed an organization em, 
bracing thé whole State, and began the 
publication of a paper devoted to their in- 
terests. This organization supplied what- 
ever funds were necessary to pay the legit- 
imate expenses of securing/the passage of 
the. law. 

Now it appears that this organization ltas 
come forwa and provide the funds 
wherewith Mr. Brady will make his fight 
for the enfsrcement of the law. He !s said 
to have appealed to them; urging that the 
small dealers were the ones who wou'd de- 
rive the greatest benefit from the enforce- 
ment of the law, and that he could not be 
expected to bear all the 
legal contest that is sure te come.

From there he has sent out a 
circular to the proprietors of department 
stores, notifying them that under the law 
they must furnish him with sworn state- 
ments of their business, showing the lines 
of goods they carry, in order that he may 
estimate the amount of license fees they 
must pay. 

The latest information on the subject was 
that they had :-not responded to this request, 
and did not intend to. In fact, the depart- 
ment stores seem to have stolen a march 
on Mr. Brady by paying their licenses un- 
der the old laW a few days before the new 
law went inte effect. They paid them to 
License Commiss‘oner Kalbfell. 

Mr. Brady has not indicated whatt he in- 
tends to do about this. It is thought, when 
he gets ready to make the fight, he will go 
into court with the claim that the —— 
of the licenses to Mr. Kalbfell was illegal, 
and attempt to compel the stores to pay 
the lNcenses accord’ng to the new law:

Germain, a groom, one of the witnesses 
cited by Col. ouaust, testified he was at 
Mulhausen in 1886,,where he was employed 
in a livery stable, which, he said, furnished 
a horse to the prisoner. Asked if the horse 
umped, witness replied: “Give him his 
ead and you will see.” 

Dreyfus, witness claimed, attended, the 
German maneuvers at Alsace at that time. 

Col. Jouaust: Have you seen the-prisoner 
since? 

Germain: Yes, I recognized him in the 
Bais de Boulogne as Lieut. Dreyfus. 

ol. Jouaust: How did you know that? 

Germain:

In reply to the usual question, Dreyfus 
admitted that about 1886 or i he spent a 
furlough at Mulhausen, er 

“Every year, both while studying and at- 
tending the. gunnery and afiiliery training 
schcols, I passed one or two months at 
Mulhausén. But I can positively affirm 
that 1 was never present, eithef in an of- 
ficial or semi-official capacity, at the Ger- 
man maneuvers. I was never Invited to at- 
tend the German maneuvers and I never 
dined or lunched with any German officer. 
On each visit I called on the general com- 
manding at Mulhausen with my reguiar 
passport, in accordance with my duty. 

‘I would l.ke to point out, in regard to 
the maneuvering ground to which re- 
ference is made, that the Mulhausén giound 
is not ground over which maneuvers cou d 
be carried out. It is merely a small diili 
ground, nothing more than a clearing in 
the Hart Forest on the road from Srui- 
hausen to Basie. It is true that In the 
course of my excursions ‘n 1835 I m ght 
have seen regiments driliing, but I «em- 
yhatically declare that whi.e out riding in 
886 or in 1887 I never dined or lunched with 
German officers, was never even Invi:ed 
to do so by foreign officers and never spoke 
to fore gn Officers.” 
Reply ng to Col. Jouaust, Dreyfus said 
that while he was at Mu*hausen he rode his 
brother’s horse and did not remember any- 
thing about the horse mentioned by Ger- 
main. 


Kulmann, the livery stable keeper, who 
employed Germain at the time, testified 
that he never rode with Dreyfus as stated 
by Germain, that he never went to (ne 
maneuvers in company with Dreyfus and 
absolutely den:ed all Germain’s staie~- 
ments, 

In conclusion, Kulmann emphatically re- 
iterated that he never rode with Dreyfus. 
He said he was well acquainted with the 
whole Dreyfus family. 

Maj. d’Infreville testified that he had 
known Germain since 18%. He sad Ger- 
main informed him that Dreyfus attended 
the German maneuvers. Witness had never 
sa.d that an officer Germain saw in bois 
de Boulogne was Dreyfus, for the simple 
reason that he did not know Dreyfus. 
Germain, on being recalled, asserted that 
he certainly thought Maj. d'Imfreville tod 
him the officer referred to was Drey!us. 


Dreyfus Easily Clears Up Statements 
of Witnesses. 


Capt. Lemonnier of the headquarters staf, 
who was probat.oner on the siaff at the 
same time as Dreyfus, deposed that while 
they were at the school of war in 189, 
Dreyfus, in the course of a conversauo'l, 
referring to the covering of troopa in the 
Vosges region and the movements necestary 
for the invasion of Alsace, said he was

M. Villon, a tripe merchant and another 
of the friends of M. de Beaurepaire, de- 
clared that when in Berlin during. the year 
1844 he overheard a conversation of some 
German officers who Were lunching in an 
adjoining room. One of the officers, wit- 
ness said, expressed indignation that a 
French officer should be guilty of treason, 
and his companion repiied: 

“It is a good thing for us, You know 
we were getting the plan of mobilization 
from Dreyfus.’

Esterhazy Was Furnished With Ar- 
tillery Information. 


Lieut. Bernheim stestified that while In 
gerrison at Ruen he furnished Esterhazy 
with the information and documenis re- 
garding the artillery, in which Ksterhazy 
was much interested. The witness wWwa3 
never able te recover the docuinents He 
supposed at the time that Esterhaégy war 
anxious to increase his military knowicdge. 

Replying to M. Demange, Lieut Bern- 
heim said he had not testified at the Ester- 
hazy trial because his testimony was then 
considered to be of no great value. 

Lieut. Brugere, the artillery reserve, the 
next witness called, said it was perfecily 
easy for any officer to closely inspect the 
120 short’ gun. Detailed explanations and 
information regarding t&e brake were given 
to the ofiicers present when the gun was 
fired. On two occasions when the gun was 
fired, he noticed the presence of a. group 
of non-artillery ofticers. Therefore ‘t Was 
ylain that access to the gun was quite easy. 
n May, 1894, the new firing manual was 
distributed. A copy was given to each bat- 
tery, and, as the capta.ns’ lectures were 
not fully understood, further copies of the 
firing manual were printed, and all officers 
and non-commissioned officers so desiring 
could obtain as many as they liked. In 
some regiments even the ordinary gunners 
secured copies and among tMese favored 
reg.ments Lieut. Brugere pointed out was 
the Sixth Artillery, stationed at Rennes. 

The witness said he gave his copy of the 
firng manual to an infantry officer. May 
17, 1 It was also published in a Parisian 
technical journa.. 

Capt. Lerond here interposed, saying that 
no batteries of the ‘120 short’’ gun were at 
the Chalons camp-in 18%, aod Lieut. Bru- 
gere retorted that he omy referred to what 
he saw in the month of May. 

A lively discusson ensued, Gen. Roget 
and Gen. Deloye~denying Lieut, Brugerw’s 
statement.

It Was an Easy Thing to Possess a 
Firing Manual. 

Capt. Carvalho of the artillery also testi- 

fied to the ease with which the 120 short 

gun could be inspected. He said the gun 


was frequently cperated in the presence of 
ron-artillery officers who were told every- 
thing thev desired to know, inuciuding a de- 
scription of the lydro-pneumatic brake. 

Regarding the 15¥o firing manual, witness 
ra.d copies were Gcbtainable in 188 in all 
the regiments of the army and assefried 
that he had purchased a copy of the man- 
ual, which he placed at the dispcsal of the 
court. * 

At this juncture M. Labori read a letter 
from a spy ramed ‘“Corningue,” stating 
that he had copied the firing manual in 
the room of Maj. Panizgzardi, the Ltalian 
military atteeche at Paris, in the presence 
oft Col. Schwartzkoppen, the German mili- 
tary attache at Par.s, referred to as “A” 
and “B.”’ He said he was ‘not @rtain 
whether this was the 1894 or 18% manual, 
and begwed the president to question Col. 
Picquari on the subject. 4 

Picquart said he believed it was the 1896 
manual and that the copy was made in 
19%, in Major Panizzardi’s room in ihe 
presence of Major Panizzardi and another 
person. é' 

Col, Picauart added that Major Lauth 
ought to know something about a certain 
mark on the manual.

MISSING 

Allegations of fact were made in the Dgtyfus case yester- 
dayy which, however, tend to confuse \the case still more 
rather than to cJear it up. ~ 

Capt. LeBrun-Renaud, an officer of the Republican Guard, 
who was intrusted with the duty of conducting Dreyfus from 
his cell to the place where he. was degraded, testified that on 
that morning, Jan. 5, 1895, the prisoner made a sort of con- 
fession. Dreyfus, he said, declared that the Minister, Mercier, 
knew that if he had given documents to the German attache, 
they were unimportant and were given in order to obtain more 
important information in return, es 

This is very much like a confession. But, though the wit- 
ness insists that he told the story to other offfgérs, nothing 
was heard of it at the time. He told Mercier, who directed 
him to go to the palace and make the statement to the Presi- 
dent, Casimir-Perier. He went, but talked about something 
else. -His story is, that he was frightened by a chance re- 
mark, heard in ihe ante-rooim, that.some officers were talking 
too much to journalists, an explanation which hardly explains, 

Nor is anything said about the confession. in LeBrun-Re- 
naud’s official report for Jan. 5. This is simply the brief 
entry: ‘“‘Nothing to report.” : 

But he made an entry in detail in his note book, which he 
kept three years, until in 1898, he showed. it to Cavaignac, Min- 
ister of War. Cavaignae copied it, whereupon LeBrun-Renaud 
tore out the leaf and destroyved-it. This seems remarkable, as 
it was highly important. But it is only one more obscurity 
in a cloudy transaction. 

Cant. LeBrun-Renaud testified that another officer, Capt. 
d’Attel, was present and heard the confession. But Capt. 
d’Attel is dead. . { 

It is very strange that all real evidence in this case breaks 
down at the critical point. When we are about to reach a 
fact conclusive, the. fact. vanishes. The man is dead, or the 
paper is a forgery, or the record is destroyed. Everything 
rests in the last analysis upon hearsay or opinion. 
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Member of Parliament Walter’s advice to the Chinese to re- 
organize their army and navy under Efropean officers might 
prove very dangerous to Europe should it save the Empire 
from disintegration. After making their own country solid 
the Celestials might take the war-expansion fever.

SAYS CAVALRY IS NEEDED TO 
END IT QUICELY. 


Dashing Bodies of American Troops 
Will Soon Hunt Down the Rov- 
ing Bands ot the 
Enemy. 


MANILA, Sept. 1, 8:10 a. m.—Of the troops 
about to return to the United States the 
Kansas men wil] leave on board the trans- 
port Tartar, the Washington regiment on 
board the Pennsylvania and the Nevada 
cavalry on the Ohio. Ail these departuies 
wili occur within the next week. Bight 
hundred men of the Kansas Regiment wiil 
return and. 200 will remain at Mani.a, 150 of 
them re-enisting. Three officers and 30 


and 19 officers and men dicd from disease 
during the smai.pox epdemic, whiie 122 
members of the regiment were wounded. 

Of the Washingtons 876 men are embark- 
ing, while 8 olfiicers and 206 men Wii stay, 
moet of the remaining en.isting in the new 
regiments being formed here, 

One of the ofticers of the regiments was 
kilied, one wounded and one d.ed from dis- 
ease. Twenty-four of the men were killed, 
eighteen were wounded and 9 died. 

Gen. Frederick Funston and Mrs. Funston 
are with the Generai’s regiment. Gen. 
Funston has unde: gone an operation neces- 
sitated by an injury resu.ting from a fall 
from his horse whiie eerving in the Cuban 
army with Gen. Gomez. 

In the course of an interview, Gen. Fun- 
ston remirked that he would not mind 
staying in Lugon. He dislikes war, but 
inasmuch as there is fighting he would iike 
to remain and aid in bringing it toa close. 
Speaking of tne future, he said: 

“The only eeiution A “4 problem = 

oroughl ing the insurgents. . 
be thoroughly whipping a oe 
begin active operations againet them on a 
larger scale in the autumn we wil, scatter 
them into smai] bands, and, I think, when 
the soldiers, composing these bands, see 
that they are persistent:y pursued they wiil 
throw away or hide their arms and return 
to their pursuits of peace. A year hence 
emall bod.es of armed men will be able to 
go anywhere in Luzon. The isiand was al- 
ways infested with bandite and was never 
safe for Europeans to travel in. Probab.y 
after the erd of the fighting the highway- 
men will be more numerous because the 
members of Aguinaldo's army, who have 
lived for years with guns in their hands, ; 
have acquired a taste for bush life and 
would ratrer continue ag highwaymen than 
return to work. i 

“Cavalry is greatiy needed here. The 
country, when dry, is superb for cavalry 
operations. The insurgents have none. One 
of their strong points ts their ability to 
retreat rapidly. Cavalry could overtake 
ard hopelessly scatter and punish them, 
and could subsist !argely on the country. 
When cavalry is once ere it gehould be 
given a chance to go ahead and not kept. 
in town for guard duty. Our greatest suc- 
cesses have been gained when the regi- 
mental commander has been allowed to 
quickly fo'low up tte advantages gained 
in battle. Smali bodies of Americans, oper- 
atine freely and commanded by officers of 
dash and enargy could badly break up the 
enemy. The capture of Aguinaldo*by cav- 
alry wou'd be a less difficult proposition 
than the capture of the Apache chiefs in 


Arizona.”

Those with a sweet tooth will be more 
delighted to know that the preserving sea- 
son has begun than will be the little boy 
with mumps to know that the pickling 
season is in process. 

Damson, as well as red, plums are ex- 
tensively used for preserving purposes. 
These are quoted at l0c a quart, or 50c a 
basket of one peck. 

Cooking pears, used for preserving, are

Little yellow tomatoes, which are espe- 
cially adapted to preserving, seH at ec a 
eck basket.

The first shfpment of mangoes has &ar- 
rived. This-product is the fruit of a trop!- 
cal tree. The tree is grown from seed 
and it used as a shade tree, as well as food 
producer for the poorer class. The tree is 
grown extensively in Cuba. The fruit is 
sweet. 

In this country the mango is not eaten as 
a fruit, but made into pickle. The fruit 
is brought here fresh, most of it coming 
from Cuba. It is very similar to a large 
green pepper. In pickling, the interior -of 
the fruit is scraped, leaving only the skin, 
which is thick and tough. It is then soaked 
in briny water and stuffed with a chou- 
chou, made of chopped cabbage, seasoned 
highly and mixed with ra‘sens. he pickle 
is then put in vinegar. It is very delicious 
to one who has a refined or gultivated 
taste, 

Other articles principally used for pickling 
purposes arc the Gerkin's cucumber, a very 
small variety, and ‘the silver skin onions,

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HOT WATER FOR ALTON 


IT WILL BE USED IN HEATING 
RESIDENCES. 


FOURTH SMALL CITY TO DO IT. 


The Plan Is to Utilize the Waste 
Steam at the Electric Light Plant 
and Furnish Cheap Heat. 


Only three small cities in the Unfted 
States are supplied with hot water by the 
municipality. The City of Alton proposes 
to indulge in the enterprise and become 
the fourth by having a corporation sup- 


ply it. 

J. F. Porter, superintendent of the Al- 
ton Railway and Illuminating Co., has a 
plan by which he proposes to utilize the 
waste steam of the electric light plant to 
heat hot water for the business and resi- 


dence buildings of the city. 

In pursuance of this plan, 8000 feet of 
six-inch water pipe has been ordered and 
will be immediately laid, connecting the 
pane with any house within a milé and a 
alf. In these houses the ordinary hot 
water es will be used. - 

Mr. orter says: “I have for a long 
time been interested in some way to util- 
ize the waste steam coming from the elec- 
tric —_ plant, and when I saw how well 
this plan has acted in other cities, I imme- 
diately began to lay my plans. 

‘““At the plant there will be a huge tank 
for the heating of the water. Under and 
around this the escape steam pipes will run 
and this will heat the water. 

“The water will be heated to a tempera- 
ture of 212 degrees before it is sent out to 
the houses. By the system of piping that 
we will use it will return to us at the 
temperature of 180 degrees. 

“This small loss in temperature is ac- 
complished by having a double pipe all 
through the city, so that the water may be 
kept runnin all the time and not lose 
greatly in temperature. 

“We expect to expend $25,000 in laying 
the pipes and building the tanks, but after 
that there will be very little expense, 40 
we will be able to furnish the heat a great 
deal cheaper than housekeepers can heat 
it themselves. We will keep an eight-room 
house at a temperature of 70 degrees for 
$100 a year, while it could not possibly be 
heated otherwise for less than $125.”’
